Buchanan was born in Coving- 


Ohio, September 10, 1853. 

Appointed by Cleveland. 

Mr. Buchanan was appointed United 
States minister to the Argentine re- 
public bv President Cleveland in 1894. 
He devoted himself to extending and 
improving American trade with South 
America generally. and with the Ar- 
gentine republic especially. 

Although a democrat, Mr. Buchanan 
was retained at his post for several 
vears after the retirement of President 
Cleveland. 

Mr. Buchanan, as director general, 
successfully managed the Buffalo Pan- 
American exposition. 

Scarcely had he finished his service 
as a delegate to the second Pan-Amer- 
fcan conference, held in the City of 
Mexico in 1902, before he was again 
drafted into the diplomatic service, to 
become the first United States minister 
to Panama. 

Voluntarily relinquishing that post 
when his work was done, Mr. Buchanan 
went to South America, and@ later to 
Furope as representative of large busi- 
ness concerns. But soon another call 
came from the state department, and 
he went,-first to the Rio conference, 
and then to Venezuela. American con- 
cessions and diplomatic business gen- 
erally were in bad shape in that coun- 
try, and Mr. Buchanan succeeded in 
arranging for a private settlement of 
four of the five great American claims 
against Venezuela, and for the refer- 
ence to The Hague tribunal of the 
fifth. 

En Route to The Hague. 

had been named as agent for 
America in the presentation of this 
case—that of the Orinoco Steamship 
Company—to The Hague tribunal, when 
he left New York for London recently, 
and was in conference with the state 
department almost up to the day of his 
death in regard to that business. 

Mr. Buchanan's permanent residence 
has been in Buffalo since 1901. He is 
survived by a widow, a son and a 
daughter.

REMEDIAL MEASURES 
FOR SAN JOSE SCALE 


By E. L. Worsham, 


The Georgia State Board of Entomol- 
ogy has recently concluded a_ series 


of experiments with various oils and 
lime and sulphur compounds as remedi- 
al measures for San Jose Scale. The 
results of these experiments, soon to 
be sent out from the department in 
bulletin form, are sure to be of value 
to fruit growers and orchardists of 
Georgia. 

.The purpose of the experiments was 
to test the efficiency of soluble oil 


mounted athletics, and there will be a 
jumping exhibition by officers of the 
regiment. . 

Friday night the tilting contest will 
be brought to a conclusion.

mixture of lime and sulphur, prepared 
on the groundg. ‘ 

Several of the soluble oils in the 
above list have been known in Georgia 
for a number of years. They have been 
used in different sections of the state 
with varying degress of success. Pri- 
marily they were intended to fill the 
demand for an insecticide other than 
the home-made lime and sulphur, with 
which there was considerable dissatis-; 
faction because of the trouble involved 
in making and applying it. To a large 
extent they displace lime and sulphur. 
Reports on the results obtained from 
Oils have not always been satisfactory. 
It has been the experience of many 
fruit growers that they were unre- 
liable, and there has been much com- 
plaint from various sources that they,, 
as scale destroyers, were not entirely 
satisfactory.

Last winter it was used etxensively 
in the commercial orchards of the 
State, and in every case where it was 
well applied the results were of a very 
high ordér. Although not showing on 
the trees as plainly as the home-made 
material, it leaves them a dull gray in 
color, sufficiently so to determine the 
quality of the spraying. Beside the 
/home-made product of the lime and 
‘Sulphur wash, the manufactured article 
‘compares most favorably. When manu- 


ter is really more uniform in composi- 
tion than the former. ¢ 

The following is a Summary of our 
report On preparations used in our 
experiments: 

“It will be seen ir the preceding 
pages that all the oils included in the 
test, particularly those whose reputa- 
tion is well established, gave excellent 
results in controlling scale. As a rule 
they may be depended upon to give 
satisfaction when properly and thor- 
oughly mixed and applied. Too greac 
emphasis cannot be placed on the 
necessity of doing the actual field work 
thoroughly. An inch of badly infested 
limb or twig left untouched by the 
Spray is capable of largely reinfesting 
practically the entire tree the follow- 
ing summer. 

“While each oil was applied fas s 
spring treatment and as a fall treat- 
ment, it was found in every case that 
the fall treatment was of superior ef- 
fectiveness. This is a rule: The earl@r 
the spray can be applied after the 
leaves have fallen, the better will be 
the net results, all other conditions 
being equal. 

“The mechanical appliances of appli- 
cation are extremely important. espe- 
lally with soluble oils. A good pump, 
developing a ihigh pressure, and a noz- 
zie throwing’ a direct, forceful spray 
are very necessary to obtain good re-| 
sults. 

“The concentrated Iime and sulphur 
Solutions, being free of all solid mat- 
ter, offer no more serious obstacles to 
easy spray than the oils. They are 
much more caustic in nature, however, 
and it is well to be protected from 
continuous physical contact with them. 
Under well regulated conditions they: 
spray as easliy as water might, and 
are no more harmful to the person, 
compared to the soluble oil compounds 
for efficiency, they yield quite as good 
results as the best oils, even when the 
latter are-used at a greater strength 
than that recommended by the different 
manufacturers. “A tree well sprayed 
with lime and sulphur always offers a 
cleaner, brighter and healthier appear- 
ance than a tree equally well sprayed 
with an oil. Besides its strictly in- 
secticidal value, lime and sulphur pos- 
sesses fungicidal properites to a much 
greater degree than it is possible to 
incorporate in a soluble oil.”

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BLACK ROOT CAMPAIGN 


ER WAY TODAY 


Georgia’s campaign to eradicate the 
black root or wilt disease from this 
state will be undertaken on Monday 
at Eastman, in Dodge county, and 
will be econducted daily in forty-six 
middle Georgia counties within the 


next two months. 

In spéaking of this campaign, Pro- 
fessor E. L. Worsham, state entomol- 
Ogist, said: 

“We have discovered how it can be 
successfully controlled, but this dis- 
covery will be of little practical value 
unless we can get in ciose touch with 
those who are interested and outline 
in detail methods which they § will 
have to pursue. 

“The last legislature appropriated

COTTON’S MULTIPLIED USES. 
Cotton is no longer dependent for consumption alone upon the weare 
of garments and the user of cheap grades of bed and table material. 
The numerous uses to which the staple is now put, apart from these, 
would astonish the layman; in fact, anyone who has not made inquiry into 


the subject. 
Millions upon millions of yards of cotton duck, cotton yarns, cotton 


|bagging and other forms of the manufactured product are employed in 


the industries and industrial arts, and every few days some new practical 
use is discovered, which adds materially to the consumption. 

Some interesting information upon this subject was recently distributed 
in circular form by Dick Bros. & Co., of New York, showing that within 
the last five years, not in response to the demands of increased population, 
but to the new uses to which cotton is put, theré has been an expansion 
of approximately 29 per cent in the spindles of the world. 

Today there are few industries into which cotton does not enter as an 
essential element. The railroads constitute one of the chief consumers; it 
is the basis of air-brake hose, of the plush and “leather” seats in day 
coaches and sleeping cars, as well as of their enameled ceilings. It is esti- 
mated that the railroads and trolley lines of the country thus consume an- 
nually a quarter of a million bales. 

Now the automobile has come and takes its annua: toll of the crop to 
the extent, it is said, of 325,000 bales, the greater part of which is in 
the cotton duck basis for tires, while the balance goes into “leather” seats, 
tops and storm curtains. 

The navies of the world, it is said, use more cotton today than when 
canvas sails were their motive power; it goes into khaki for uniforms, 
duck for awnings, hammocks and bags of various sorts. Similarly, the 
world’s armies consume millions of yards of khaki annually in the manu- 
facture of service uniforms. ‘The United States army, a comparatively 
small one, requires 5,000,000 yards of eight-ounce xhaki cloth each year. 
Some 50,000,000 yards of cotton duck, weighing two or three pounds 
to the yard, are used annually in the manufacture of harvesting machinery 
and other agricultural implements. Millions of miles of copper wire are 


New York clone takes 400,000 pounds of cotton yarns weekly. 

The new method of shade cultivation of tobacce brings cotton cloth 
to its service; tobacco itself is put up and sold in cotton bags. Sugar has 
recently been added to the list of other commodities, such as flour and 
salt, which are put up and sold in cotton bags. 

Here are some interesting figures of consumption in other lines: 
“About 15,000,000 yards of cotton duck annually are made into coal 
bags for delivering coal where a chute cannot be emplicyed. 

“Several million yards annually are used in making cloth signs. 
‘Pottery establishments use millions of yards of army duck for the 
purpose of squeezing the water out of clay. 

“The government requires 4,000,000 yards of cotton duck annually for 
coin bags. 

“Cement companies use about 8,000,000 yards of cotton bagging an- 
nually. 

“About 2,000,000 yards of cotton duck annually are made into feed bags 
for horses. 

“Cotton duck is the basis of rubber belting and all kinds of rubber hose. 
Sales to these branches of the trade amount to 50,000,0uUU yards annually.” 
Some of the other uses, amounting to many miltions ot yards in the 
aggregate, are in the manufacture of tarpaulins, overcoats, wagon tops, 
cushions, waterproof coats, for covering steam pipes, as wall paper, for 
“driers” In paper mills, for filtering oils and for’ other varied and numer- 
ous purposes wherein the annual consumption is smaller but counts heavily 
in the total. 

There are few industries to which the loss of cotton would not prove a 
serious blow, not to speak of disaster in the failure of the world’s most 
important clothing supply. 

All of which is interesting evidence of the real importance and value 
of the south’s great crop. : 
The value is there nearly always in greater proportion than the pro- 
ducer has been able to realize, and it is materially strengthened every 
time a new and practical use is found for the staple. 

The producer should know these things, for in them lies the growing 
strength of his position. 

It is evidence at least that the days of cheap cotton have passed for 


all time.

The Constitution has raised the same question, pasing it upon the re- 
cent announcement of a big life insurance company that it -would henceforth 
encourage periodic physical examinations among its clientele, with the view 
of detecting disease in its incipiency and eradicating it before it had at- 
tained an unshakable grip on its victim. 

Our contemporary directs its reasoning more particularly toward the un- 
necessary loss of life entailed by mine disasters in this country, and says:

Here is a fine opportunity for the leaders of the conservation move- 
ment to do something real, someth ing tangible. The saving of a single 
human life means more than all the talk of policies. It perhaps means 
one less widow thrown, with her family, upon the charity of the world 
Multiply this saving by 1,200 or 1,600 (and this is the number of miners 
whose lives would have been saved had we the same standards as 
Europe, and there would be a con servation movement worth all the 
rest. 

If the national government should devote one-fourth as much attention 
to the health of human beings in this country as it does to disorders of 
cattle and vegetation, the death rate in America would record a radical 
tumble.

Macon, Ga., October 17.—(Special.)— 
Following is the address of Dr. J. W. 
Lee. of Atlanta, at the recent banquet 
of Macon business men held in the 
interest of Wesleyan college. It is a 
striking summary of the function of 
the college in the struggle for exist- 
ence, together with a prophetic look 
into the future: 

“All the way from Atlanta to~Macon 
is straight through a mine of wealth 
from which can be secured eight hun- 
dred and eighty billion of dollars 
worth of a commodity more necessary 
to the human race in its struggle for 
physical existence than any other. 
This statement is made in view of the 
fact that the banking capital of .the 
whole earth is only about forty billion 
of dollars, and that it represents as | 
lying between two Georgia cities the | 
raw material of more money by seven ; 
hundred and sixty billion of dollars { 
than is found in circulation this side} 
of the moon. The enormity of this 
declaration you must permit me to 
make good before concluding that the | 
surface of this quiet sea of good fel- 
lowship is to be disturbed by the 
down-coming of a regular whirlwind 
of Atlanta hot air. Everyone knows 
that man and beast depend for their 
life upon the annual crops grown in 
the fields. 

“Every student knows that to in- 
sure bountiful harvests the soil must 
be supplied every year with such fer- 
tilizing foods as the plants can eat. 
By failing to furnish the wheat with 
rations necessary to keep it fat and 
flourishing on the plains of Dakota, 
the farmers find themselves, reaping 
twelve bushels to the acre instead of 
twenty-five as they did when the soil 
was fresh. Plants are not averse to 
knick-knacks as men are not to cara- 
mels and soda water, but the one sta- 
ple and absolutely necessary item of 
diet demanded by the vegetable world 
is found in the nitrogen, out of which 
four-fifths of the air is made. But! 
trees and wheat cannot poke their! 
heads into the sky and eat nitrogen | 
out of ‘the firmament any more than | 
birds can eat sunshine until it is pack- | 
ed for them by the Creator into black- | 
berries. Before this unstable element | 
called nitrogen can be served upto. 
plants it must be wrapped in parcels 
of lime rock and mingled with the 
soils upon which they grow.

Function of the College. 

“Some one at this table has already 
become a palpitating interrogation point 
with the inquiry sticking out like a 
quill of a porcupine, wondering what 
all this has to do with the function of 
a gollege in the struggle for existence. 

Dr. Priestly, a college pro- 
fessor, passed in 1773 a series of elec- 
tric sparks through alr contained in a 
closed vessel, and obtained by the ex- 
periment a brownish gas, called nitric 
oxide. He had chemically combined the 
nitrogen and oxygen of the air. In 
1850, Faraday, another college profes- 


sor, produced for the first time in all} 


history a tiny little electric are. He 
was greatly elated, when a mocker said 
to him, ‘Well, what is the use of it?’ 
The electrician and chemist, cine ee agporet 
himself up against an animated stick 
of wood, replied, ‘Well, what is the use 
of a baby?’ 

“Five years ago, 
land, another college professor, deter- 
mined to aply the hints received from 
Priestly and Faraday On a large scale. 
He interested engineers and capitalists 
in a scheme to establish a plant for the 
oxidation of nitrogen. At Notodden, a 
village in Norway, a large oven house 
was built containing three vast elec- 
trical furnaces and al) the machinery 
and apparatus necesary for controlling 
them. A huge waterfall, capable of 
furnishing energy equal to 200,000- 
horse power was utilized 3 miles away 
from the plan, 

“The force of the down-falling river 
was converted into electricity. A tre- 
mendous current of lightning was 
turned into each oven, sufficient to 
make heat up to 12,000 degrees Fahren- 
heit. A river of air, by means of vari- 
ous devices, was then drawn through 
an immense arc lamp into each of these 
ovens. Then, instega of getting a tiny 
bit of nitric oe § as Priestly had 
done. the nitrogen of the air was 
forced into chemical combination with 
oxygen by the ton. By another pro- 
cess. this nitric oxide was combined 
with lime rocks, with the result that 
a collegs man had succeeded in turn- 
ing out precisely the same product 
found in the saltpeter beds of China. 
At this one plant they will soon be 
making annually three hundred thou- 
sand tons of plant food, worth $12,- 
000,000 half of which is clear gain. Thus

Women’s Colleges, Too. 


“Twenty-five years ago, on an occa- 
sion like this. someone would have 
ready to say. after hearing re- 
marks like these to which you are lis- 
‘All that is well enough for a 
coOliegwe established to train men, but 
how do such words apply to a college 
for the training of women? Suppose 
@ man had inquired a quarter of a 


century ago what were the functions 
of a college like that of Varsovie, Rus- 
sia, in the struggle for existence. Had 
it been said then in reply that Marie 
Sklodowska was being trained in a 
course of physics by her father, a pro- 
fessor in the college, it would have 
meant very little to the gentleman 
asking the question. 

“But if we could answer him back 
through the distance between then and 
now, we could tell him today in a way 
to convince any clodhead whoever 
dareg to look wise that the college 
at Varsovie performed functions more 
necessary to man in hig struggle for 
existence than any other ever did in 
all history. Marie Sklodowska grad- 
uated there in physics, and afterwards 
received the degree of Doctor of 
Science from the Sorbonne in Paris. She 
afterwards married Professor Curie, 
and, in connection with her, husband, 
she discovered radium. This achieve- 
ment has done more to revolutionize 
the theories of scientific men than any 
Single event in the history of the 
world. The discovery of radium has 
brought a new relay of hope to the 
minds of civilized men. It has prac- 
tically rejuvenated the outlook of the 
human race. It has done for the science 
of physics what the Renaissance did 
for the enrichment of literature. It 
has quickened enthusiasm, and pro- 
duced a youthful exuberant _ spirit, 
which leads men to make with confi- 
dence experiments that would have 
been thought fantastic twenty years 
ago. It has dispelled the pessimistic 
feeling common at that time that all 
the interesting things had been’ dis- 
covered, ang all that was left was to 
altar a decimal or two in some phys- 
ical constant. Madam Curie’s discovery 
brought on the market an element 
worth $1,200,000 a pound. An ele- 
ment, in one grain of which there lis 
enough force to raise 500 tons a mile 
high. An element, in one fraction of 
an ounce of which there is enough 
light to keep —g : Edward’s palace 
in London blazing for a million. years. 
An element that has put into the 
hands of physicians a secret of more 
theraputic value than any other ever 
known from Aesculapius, the god of 
medicine, to Dr. Floyd W. McRae, the 
skillful practitioner of it. 

Needs of the Future. 


“As long as the slow-moving popu- 
lations were scattered over the earth's 
surface, man could manage at a poor 
dying rate, to jive on the raw ma- 
terials supplied by nature, But now, 
when we stand in sight of the time 
when plant food, coal and lumber 
will be used up, and when the net- 
work of social existence will be closr- 
ly enough knit together to cover the 
planet in a single frabric of organized 
life, man must equip the college as 
never before, or make up his mind to 
let @o breath under the sun. Without 
the college to devise ways and means 
to feed and clothe and shelter human- 
ity, the race will be under the neces- 
sity, in a few generations, of getting 
ready to shake off the mortal coll. The 
problem is so serious, therefore, that 
it is not simply one for acedemical 
discussion by learned men; it {is one 
for living men to face and solve by 
amply equipping the college, if they 
are to be true to their fathers, who, 
in sacrificing, love as best they knew, 
laid its foundations, and true to their 
children who will go halt and maimed 
through life without its discipline; 
and true to the unborn generations 
who will starve unless ‘it shows them 

nd bread. 
nT he wauntlee becomes all the more 
rave in view of the marvelous stock 
of knowledge scientific men have ac- 
cumulated in the last fifty years bear~- 
ing on the subject of how to lengthen 
life. Professor Elle Metchhikoff, of 
the Pasteur Institute, Paris, declares 
that the natural term of life is 140 
years, amd that every person who dies 
before that ripe old age passes away 
before his time. One of the most re- 
markable facts in. connection with hu- 
man existence in modern times is the 
great increase in the average age of 
man. Many of us remember when it 
was said to be thirty-three years. In 
the time of the decadence of the Ro- 
man empire it was only fourteen years. 
The average age of human life is now 
about fifty years. The dominion of the 
air by man will add vastly more to 
the average length of human life. 
When it becomes possible for aero- 
planes to pass from Germany over to

“¥t is self-evident that with science 
ut work to lengthen life on the one 
side, and with war no-.more cutting 
it down by deadly instruments on the 
other, it will not be many generations 
before, instead of $1,500,000,000 of 
people on the globe there will be 
3,000,000,000 of the sons and daugh- 
ters of Adam clamoring for a career 
on this terrestrial ball. 

“When one begins to think on these 
lines, if his head is not filled with 
wooden pegs, instead of electrified 
brains, he is forced to féel that the 
day has come to concentrate attention 
upon the college as never before, and 
to emphasize its value by investing 
money in it by the millions, instead 
of by the thousand. To rush madly 
forward, cutting down the trees until 
the forests are gone, digging up the 
coal until the mines are empty, levy- 
ing upon the nitrate beds till the 
plant food is exhausted, without pro- 
viding the rising generation with the 
training necessary to enable it to 
replace these items upon which life

depends, is to denude the planet, leave 
it bald, and bare, and to bankrupt 
the race of tomorrow.

The Yellow Jackets are show! 
more improvement with every game. 
In fact, they seem to have about 
struck their stride at last. It is true 
that they did not have any defense 
against them in the game with Soyth 
Carolina on Saturday, but their work 
on the offensive showed a wonderful 
amount of improvement. 

The interference the entire team gave 
the man carrying the ball was excel- 
lent at all stages.

This 
force is to be drawn from all parts of 
the country and comprises men who 
have been on sirike and riot duty in 
various cities. While neither strike or 
riot is contemplated, still the manage- 
ment think it wise to employ only men 
used to handling crowds, s0 as to 
preserve order and keep the course 
clear until at least five cars have 
finished. In other words, flagmen, 
deputies and Pinkerton men will be 
placed alternately at an average of 100 
feet apart around the entire course. 
All of these men will be sworn in as 
peace officers, and will wear caps and 
sheriff badger and be provided with 
police night stic&s, which they are in- 
structed to use if necessary. 

As there is plenty of room for every- 
one to see the race, the management 
earnestly request spectators to seek 
vantage points away from turns and to 
keep off the road, as the drivers simply 
will not let their cars out if the crowd 
overruns the cowrse. 

As practice on the course will be 
permitted this week, the various racing 
teams are already. beginning to estab- 
ligh camps around the course. The 
Chalmers-Detroit team, consisting of 
Lorimer, Dingiey,* Nipper and Matson 
nave rented a house in Garden City, 
nd close at hand the American Lo- 
comotive Company have secured @ camp 
for Grant and his Alco car.

NUT-GRASS. 


For two or three years past I have 
been carrying on a war of extermina- 
tion against nut-grass that has in- 
fested my garden of one acre. I have 
been residing at my present home 
Place only since January 1, 1907; was 
absent from home from May 1 to No- 
vember 1 of that year, and instruc- 
tions left for destroying the weed 
were not fuily carried out. But 
throughout the mowing season of 
1908-1909 I have given much personal 
attention to the work, with the result 
that I have learned sométhing about 
nut-grass, and acquired some practi- 
cal experience in methods of destruc- 
tion, which I will give directly. 

Let me say, in the first place, that 
nut-grass is not a grass at all and 
does not belong to the great grass 
family It belongs to what the bot- 
anists call the sedge family, which 
contains several genera and. these 
genera are divided into many species. 
Cyperus is the name of the genus to 
which “our friend, the enemy,” be- 
longs, and the species is rotundus, so 
that the full name ts Cyperus rotun- 
dus. Another species of this genus 
is Cyperus esculentum, or chufa (or 
earth almond). Still another is what 
has long been known as grass-nut. 
Probably this is only a variety of C. 
esculentum and not a distince spe- 
cies. Of these three kinds the first- 
named only in a pest, while at the 
same time its nutlets are inedible, the 
chufa and the grass-nut being relish- 
ed by children, fowls, Pigs, etc. 

(1) In my experience I have reached 
the conclusion that nut-grass is not 
half as bad a pest ag it has been re- 
puted. In an open field crop, such as 
cotton, oats, cowpeas, sweet potatoes, 
sorghum and other free-growing crops 
it is but little in the way, provided 
the preparation of the soil was thor- 
ough in advance of planting such crop. 
it is a far more annoying pest in a 
flower or kitchen garden, in which 
there are more or lesg perennial plants, 
such as roses, flowering vines, bedding 
Plants, etc., where thoroughly plow- 
ing and harrowing are not practicable. 

(2) Nut-grass does not spread very 
rapidly, especially if not permitted to 
mature and scatter its seeds. 

(8) Nut-grass, nor other plant, will 
grow or continue to live under ground 
unless permitted to send up its leaves 
into the air. So, then, !f the tops be 
cut off an inch or two below the sur- 
face as often as they commence to come 
through the plants will certainly be- 
come exhausted and die outright before 
the season is over. In a flower garden 
or among shrubbery, ff the nut-grass 
plants be quite thick this cutting off 
may be done with a sharp cotton hoe, 
going to a depth of 1 to 2 inches and 
leaving the soil and cut-off plants in 
place. This work must be done at 
least once a week, if not. oftener. 

Make a note wf this: A flock of 
chickens turned on an infested flower 
garden and denied other green food 
will most effectively destroy nut-grass. 
Their eyes are keen and their bills are 
sharp and every sprig of nut-grass will 
be pecked off as soon as it appears. 
That’s the way I got rid of it in my 
back yard in one season (1908). 

Where the nut-grass is not very 
thick, say only a sprig’ or so to the 
square foot, use a narrow hoe and get 
each plant out with its attached nut- 
let. If lain in the sun the vitality 
of the nutlet will be destroyed by 
drying out. But it Is an easy matter 
to put the plants and nutilets into a 
basket and thence to the stove fur- 
race, Go over the ground again in 
a few days, or a week, and keep it 
up “if it takes all summer.” 

4) I find that in well prepared 
ground nut-grass does not interfere 
seriously with the cultivation of cab- 
bage, garden peas, beans, asparagus, 
corn, Irish potatoes, etc. The oft-re- 
peated stirring of the soil with gar- 
den plow or hoe required to keep down 
the nut-grass is just what the vegetable 
crop glories in. Once a week is not too 
often to stir the ground for the benefit 
of these and other vegetables. . 

(5) Nut-grass will not flourish in 
the shade of other plants. Of ali the 
piants with which I have had opportu- 
nity tc experiment the sweet potato is 
the most satisfactory for destroying 
the pest. The vines get thicker and 
thicker, and persist until a Killing 
frost, and this is always to be fol- 
lowed by a pretty thorough plowing 
and digging in the potato harvest. 

(6) In field optrations to destroy not 
grass (or subdue it), I prefer to com- 
mence in the fall with a crop of oats 
or other small grain. Prepare the 
ground well by plowing and harrowing, 
sow 2 to 2% bushels of oats and 500 
pounds of fertilizer per acre. Harvest 
the oats last of May or early in June 
and immediately sow to cowpeas, seed- 
ing heavily and fertilizing moderately 
with acid and potash. After the cow- 
peas, plow and harrow and sow in dye 
or oats, and vetches, as a cover crop, 


and next year plant cotton, tobacco or | 


sweet patotoes. and give clean culture. 
(‘) I may add that persistent effort, 


einen 


unremitting watchfulness and industry 
are necessary to accomplish desired re- 
sults in any department of indusiry or 
effort. Whatever plan shall be adopt- 
ed, let it be pursued with vigor and 
determination. “ 
I may be asked the question, Have 
you got wrongs rid of nut-grass in 
your garden. ell, no; but so nearly 
rid of it that it is no longer a source 
of trouble or annoyance. There has not 
been a sprig of it in my k y 
this season. It will require some years 
to destroy every vestige of it from 8 
large garden, especially if sight or ten 
tons of livery stable manure are & 
ed to it every year. thereby mak- 
tt liable to renewed infection. 
ly, the condition shat giver 
most trouble to subdue is where &@& 
patch, or plot, or field has been given 
up to nut-grass for a number of years, 
until very tough, a sod precents 
itself. In such a case would subbest 
one a with a sharp turning plow (or 
isk Ow) set to run just dee 
eno to get underneath the so 
Then use the cut-a-way harrow anw the 
spring-tooth harrow, and repeat again 
and again, during August and Septem- 
ber, and sow in oats in October.

MANGE SORE MOUTH OF DOG. 


M. G. Ellis, Lauderdale, Miss.—I have 
a fine bird dog that has the mange; 
also is developing what my  neéigh- 
bors call sore mouth, and say it fs fatal. 
Is sore inside the corners of mouth 
and slobbers freely, and he is looking 
awful bad. If you can give me a sim- 
ple treatment for both mange and 
mouth, I'll very much appreciate it. 

Answer—For the mange, wash the 
animal thoroughly with soap and wa- 
ter and remove all scabs and scurf. 
When dry rub well into all affected 
parts the following ointment: 2 ounces 
of flowers of sulphur and 2 ounces of 
lard. Apply once a day, but the wash- 
ing need not be repeated unless more 
than four applications be required. 

Or, if preferred, 1 ounce oil of tar, 
20 ounces of whale oil. Apply once @ 
day. Give fresh litter every day and 
scald all rugs and blankets that have 
been used. Wash the kennel with boil- 
ing water and soap and when dry 
sponge it over with a solution of 1 
ounce corrosive sublimate dissolved 
in one gallon of water. 

For the sore mouth, wash out the 
mouth two or iiree times a day with 
a solution of chi rate of potash in wa- 
ter, 1 ounce to 1 pint.* 


“SORE TEATS” ON COW. 

L. Leverett, Oak Vale, Miss.—Give 
me a remedy for sore teats on miich 
cow. I have a cow one of whose teats 
became very sore very suddenly. 

Answer—Your description of the 
character of the soreness is so vague 
or indefinite—in fact, you do not de- 
scribe it—-that I cannot say what the 
trouble is nor prescribe a treatment. 
I am inclined to suspect that the cow 
has variola vaccine, commonly called 
“cowpox,” the disease which supplies 
vaccine “matter’’ (virus) for prevent- 
ing smallpox. The constitutional 
symptoms in some cases are as fol- 
lows: Sudden sinking or loss of milk, 
dribbling of saliva from the mouth, fre- 
quent inflation and retraction of the 
cheeks, staring coat, arched back, 
limbs drawn together and rapid loss 
of flesh. The characteristic symptoms 
are purely local, as follows: In three 
or four days red, hard spots are seen 
on the udder and teats, the latter be- 
come painful and slightly swollen, the 
spots attain the size of a butter bean, 
and milking causes much pain The 
spots rapidly become very painful and 
are charged with a limpid fluid and 
are surrounded by a red base. The 
limpid fluid becomes opaque and puru.- 
lent and the distinctive of the pustule 
is that it has a depression on its sum- 
mit, or is “pitted.” This stage is 
reached in about ten days. 

The following is the treatment: On 
account of the soreness of the teats it 
is almost impossible to milk with the 
hand and the milk tube should be used. 
If there is much fever give one pound 
of epsom salts and one ounce ground 
ginger in half a gallon of water at one 
dose. After it has operated give half 
an ounce of saltpeter in the drinking 
water twice daily for three or four 
days. If the udder is swollen and hot 
bathe with hot water half hour at a 
time three times a day, and after each 
bathing apply a little of I ounce sugar 
of lead, 1 quart of water. 

If there is no fever and no swelling 
of the udder, but only the eruption on 
the teats, no treatment is required. 
Use the milking tube te draw off the 
mik. The disease usually runs its 
co irse in fifteen days, if the vesicles 
be not broken or irr'tated. 

But it may be © uething else. If it 
is cowpox, the cOw will probably be 
well before this appears in the paper, 
and but serve for other cases, which 
will be likely, as the disease is con- 
tagweous. '

WARTS ON COLT. 

“Twenty-year Subscriber,” Glostor, 
Miss.—Please give remedy for warts on 
colts. They are locate@on sheath and 
inside ears, in such places that the 
tieing remedy will not work. 

Answer—When a wart is a 4mall one 
it may be cut off with scissors or knife, 
or if flat, scrape off the surface with a 
dull knife until it bleeds freely. In 
either case when it stops bleeding ap- 
ply a little butter of antimony or pul- 
verized bluestone or touch all over the 
raw surface“ with lunar caustic. In 
about three days scrape off the scab 
and apply a Httle more of what has 
been used, and so on until it is below 
the surrounding skin. Then anoint 
with an ointment of one ounce of oxide 
of zinc and two ounces of lard. 


“TIGHT HIDE” OF CATTLE. 

L. M. Deudy, Magnolia, Ark.: I 
have read Mr. Jessie M. Pafford's let- 
ter in this department, about his cows 
having a peculiar disease. I[ think, 
from the description he gives of the 
disease, that it is what is known as 
tight hide. The hide of the cow be- 
comes tight up and down her back 
bone and then it gradually tightens al? 
over. I .have known of this disease 
for several years and the only cure is 
to pull the hide loose from the bone 
with your hands. It is awful hard to 
do, but when it pulls loose you can 
hear it pop, and when this is done 
everywhere it is tight I am quite sure 
your cow will be all right. We have 
had cows with this same disease and 
cured them when they could hardly 
walk. I hope this good editor will 
print this for the benefit of those whe 
have cows in this condition. 

Answer—The authorities do not 
recognize any disease of cattle under 
the name “tight hide.” There is @ 
condition of the skin known as “hide 
bound,” but it is not itself considered 
to be a disease, but simply a condi- 
tion of the skin, due to exposure, 
starvation and other bad treatments. 
Good shelter, thorough cleansing of 
the skin and liberal feeding of nutri- 
tous food are the remedies suggested 
for this condition. I don’t think that 
an animal in good flesh is ever found 
be hide bound or “tight hide.”—Edi- 
or.
